Since then it remained a Spanish garrison 
until the cession of the islands by Spain to 
the United States. 

The sovereignty of Spain at the time of 
the cession was confined by the city walls. 
All of the rest of the island was ruled abso- 
lutely by the Sultan.

BROOKE LETS JIMINEZ GO. 


SAN DOMINGO L@ADER IS SET AT 
‘Assertea and Denied at Havana the 
Arrest Was Made by Order of den- 
eral Wilson, Governor ef Depart- 
ment of Matanzas and Santa Clara— 
„It Is Now Claimed That the Whole 
Affair Was Inetigated by General

arrest of General Juan Isidro Jiminez, the 
aspirant to the Presidency of Santo Do- 
mingo, who was captured on board a steam- 
er at Cienfuegos yesterday, just as the 
steamer was about leaving that port, was 
not caused by orders from Havana, but 
was effected through the orders of General 
James H. Wilson, Goverrior of the Depart- 
ment of Matanzas and Santa Clara, 

immediately upon learning of the arrest 
Major General Brooke, Governor General 
of Cuba, gave orders for the release of the 
prisoner, 

The action of General Wilson in ordering 
the arrest of Jiminez causes much com- 
ment. The present plans of Jiminez are not 
known. Having missed the steamer on 
which he had taken passage, he will prob- 
ably return to Havana. 3 
Lays Blame on Gomes. 

The friends of General Jiminez claim that 
his arrest was due to General Maximo Go- 
mez, who is supposed go have informed the 
authorities about his departure. It is said 
that about four months ago Gomez prom- 
ised Jimines he would do all in his power 
to help the latter to become President of 
Santo Domingo, but that the relations be- 
tween the two men have since cooled because 
of the former’s jealousy. It is now asserted 
that General Wilson did not give the order 
for the arrest, but merely notified Governor 
General Brooke that the arrést had been 
made. Nobody seems to know exactly by 
what authority Jiminez was taken into cug-

General Brooke, 
it .was said, had been instructed some time 
ago to prevent filibustering expeditions, and 
he would no doubt deal with the matter in 
any way he saw fit. It was suggested that 
he probably would investigate the arrest and 
inform Jiminez of the decision of the govern- 
ment that no filibustering expeditions would 


- be allowed to leave Cuba and then release 


him. 
State department officials say the arrest 


ot General Jiminez is wholly withla the prov- 


ince of the military authorities, and does not 
necessarily involve any general question of 
policy in applying the United States neu- 
trality laws to Cuba. It is said General 
Brooke has ample authority to prevent the 
departure of any persons suspected of having 
hostile plans against a friendly power.

LAYS BLAME FOR FRAUD. 


ASSESSOR GRAY HOLDS OWNERS RE- 
SPONSIBLE FOR TAX FORGERIES.— 


Schedules Promptly Gave scope for 
Attempts at “ Juggling „ Figure 
Two Firms Repudiate Statements 
Purporting to List Their Property— 
Board of Review Expects to Add a 
Month to Its Time for Work. 


“ Members of business firms and individ- | 
ual citizens seeking to evade just payment | 
ot taxes are directly responsible for the tax- 
fixing * schemes which are being exposed. 
‘ney make it possible for the tax-fixer to 
operate. Investigation thus far has shown 
that the blank schedules sent many business 
houses were given no more attention than 
advertising circulars. A tradesman would 
not place his partnership or insurance pa- 
pers in the hands of an outside party, yet in 
many instances the scheduling of the firm's 
taxable property seems to have been left to 
any person who might apply. * 

This is the comment made by Assessor 
Gray and concurred in hy members of the 
Board of Assessors and of the Board of Re- 
view relative to the first investigation by 
the latter body into the tax schedules en- 
tered by trading firms and industries, a step 
which already al adde about the uncov- 
ering of sev Udulgnt property state- 
ments. 

It is further ted out that a remedy is 
imperative, and evidence sufficient to 
warrant action on the part of the State’s At- 
torney is not found during the investigation 
now under way steps will ba taken toward 
securing amendments to the new revenue 
law which shall head off tax fixing and 
“tax dodging.”’

DISEASE GERMS IN SCHOOLS. 
Health ‘Asks That All 
Buildings He Scrubhed or Disinfect- 
of Before Being Opened. 


biscovely of myriads disease germs in 
dust taken from rooms in Chicago public 
school buildings has led the Health depart- 
ment to send a communication to the Board 
of Education asking to have all the school 
buildings thoroughly cleansed before the 
school year begins. The board is asked to 
act at once in order to have the work com- 
pleted before the school year begins. 

Disinfection with formaldehyd will cost 
$60 for each building. Assistant Health 
Commissioner Reilly, however, thinks the 
scrubbing of the rooms with soap and water 
and a constant alring of the buildings will 
be sufficient in most cases. 

In explanation of the communication Dr. 
Spaulding says: 

“We have examinsél dust from various 

school rooms in our laboratories and find 
it alive with germs. These germs will be 
there to breed disease unless the cleansing 
is done. During the last year there was 
considerable scarlet fever. A child would be 
sick and no physician called perhaps, and 
the child be allowed to to school in a few 
days with the skin peeling off from the dis- 
ease. In many cases there was Christian 
Science treatment and the same result was 
reached. This infection still is lingering 
about the schoolrooms,””

“The Western union, which for years has 
deen the controtling spirit of fire insur- 
ance in the West, seems to be on the verge 
of dissolution. The most potent of the 
causes underlying the gradual decadence of 
the organization is the fear of hostile legis- 
lation. ‘Anti-trust laws in different States 
have deprived the union of one-third of its 
territory, and the expectation that public 
sentiment will force the issue in other places 
contributes largely; to the to 

ht adverse conditions any longer. 

* annual meeting of the union is sched- 
uled for Sept. 12 at Niagara Falls, but some 
of the memibers say they do not know 
whether there will be any ucion by that time. 
The President, George T. Cram of St. Louis, 
has been in a sense alienated by the compli- 
cations growing out. of the action of Mis- 
sourt authorities in fining nearly seventy 
of the compan’fes $1,000 each. The Govern- 
ing committee has been without @ chairman 
since the serhi-antrual meeting, and the 
ranks of the membefs are growing smaller 
by oecasionayY withdrawals.

Unable to Enforce Its Rules. 

One trouble with the union,” said a Chi- 
cago insurance man yesterday, is its in- 
ability to enforce its own rules.

This has led many of the compan- 
ies to operate outside of the union, harassing

One feature of the stock market’s course 


is the appearance in leadership of railway 


stocks of good character. Shares of the 
highest class have, indeed, been foremost 


Burlington and Quincy, New York Central, 
Pennsylvania, and Northern Pacific, South- 


ern Pacific, and the Union Padcifics have 
moved freely In the van. 
This means much that is easily understood 


by even tyros in Wall street observation, 
and means more to veterans who are used 
to considering elements not merely super- 
ficial. What is emphatically disclosed in 
this development is the fact that positive 
and active interests are being taken in the 
market by interests not recently discern- 
ible in any market movements. 

It is with the railway stocks that the 
Vanderbilts, J. Pierpont Morgan, and others 
who are most influential in conservative 
financial circles have chiefly to do. Some 


of them are in the industrials, having large 


interests in that quarter; but even their 
most important commitments in trust enter- 
prises and in trust stocks are relatively in- 
significant beside their direct holdings in 
railway properties. And it is suggestive 
extremely of what can be taken to be for 
the market's welfare that such dominant 
interests are ready to show activity—and 
some of this week’s jndications are that the

show extensivaly and aggressively. 


‘Industrials More Popular.

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of the recovered Spanish ships sunk 
before Cavite has emphasized the need of 
our own dry-docking facilities in the far 
Hast, and supplemented the department's 
determination to ask Congress for a float- 
ing dry dock for that station. 

As the case now stands, the United States 
ships have to be taken to Hongkong, two 
days’ journey away, and the going and re- 
turning, aside from the cost of coal burned, 
take up the greater part of a week, besides 
affording no guarantee that they may not 
have to wait their turn when they reach 
Hongkong. 

The Russian government has recently had 
constructed in England a 4,000-ton floating 
dry dock. This dock was shipped to Tal- 
lien-wan, where it is now being assembled, 
and will soon be ready for service. It is 
considered probable that some such course 
will be pursued for a floating dock for Cav- 
ite, for while it would be feasible to build 
such a dock on the Pacific coast, and tow it 
to Manila, just as the Havana dock was 
towed from England, it would be cheaper, 
safer, and speedier to send it over in pieces. 


| Great Britain’s Awakening. 

This question of dry docks is not alone a 
domestic consideration, for the naval esti- 
mates of Great Britain for the next fiscal 
year include some important additions along 
this line, along which is a steel floating 
—— dock for Bermuda with a lifting 

apacity of 17,500 tons. This is a radical de- 
parture. 

In 1869 a iron floating dock of questionable 
type was built for Bermuda, and, while of 
antiquated design, it performed its work 
well for many years. It was neglected, re- 
pairs being denied, till a few years ago, 
when it was overhauled at an extravagant 
figure. 

The new Bermuda dock will be of Clark 
and Stanfield’s latest pattern, similar to the 
one the United States is having built for Al- 
giers, La., but somewhat larger. With this 
dock finished Great Britain will haye the 
means right at our door of handling and 
repairing the heaviest of her fighting ships. 

Our own dock, now building at Sparrow's 
Point, Md., is only in preparation, the ma- 
terial being partly ready, but not yet fabri- 
cated, but still the contractors expect to 
have it ready in contract time. | 
The dock will be built in a shallow excava- 
tion on the foreshore of the yard, and when 
done all that will be necessary to float the 
dock will be to cut through the narrow strip 
between the bay and the pit, let in the water, 
remove the blocking earth at the water end, 
and tow out the dock. This = avoid the 


hazard of launching. 


Power of Floating Docks. 


The public mind does not grasp the full 
meaning of a floating dry dock nor realize 
its flexibility of application over that of the 
graving type, as the hole in the ground 
is called. Whether the dock represent a 
lifting capacity of 5,000 or 15,000 tons, it * 
a maximum usefulness over and beyond the 
simple limitation of its rating and can do a 
vast deal of helpful work on a ship of greater 
displacement than itself. 

A 5,000 ton dock can raise a 6,000 ton ship 
high enough out of the water to permit its 
screws being removed and made to 
all but the lowest reaches of the vessel's 
bottom. 

A graving dock one inch short of the di- 
mensions of the ship needing attention is as 
useless so far as that craft is concerned as 
though it were a hundred feet too small. 
And {it is possible to carry the dock to the 
ship if the ship can't reach the dock, and to 
raise the vessel and carry it to the wharf of 
the repair yard.

tially occupied. On some occasions, 
where buyers have wondered that their 
building should be filled when other build- 
ings in the neigh were only par- 
tially so, they havs found this to be the ex- 
planation. 

Instance of Incomplete Building. 


Many builders scalp their material as 
much as possible, yet come within the re- 
quirements of the city ordinances, but a 
story is told of a flat building which recently 
changed hands and was fougd to have been 
carelessly finished in several particulars. 
Several months after acquiring the structure 
the owner found that the ceiling and walls 
in the hallways and all the rooms had 


cracked in many places. The walls in many 


cases were covered with burlap, and this had 
to be taken off and put down again. Some 
of the doors had to be taken off and made 
larger or smaller. The floors of the back 
porches were calked. The bath tubs had no 
overfiow pipes, and the tubs had to be taken 
out and replaced. The ventilation pipes in 
connection with the gas ranges did not go 
through the walls, and soil pipe was put in. 
It is said that a force of carpenters was em- 
ployed for three weeks at $35 a day, and 
plumbers were at work for some time. The 
interior was also revarnished. : 
Instances like this are rare, however. 
There may be some disappointments in ten- 
ants for owners, but it is unusual to find so 
much that is wrong. A real estate man, who 


has consulted a lawyer regarding cases of 


deception by builders of flat buildings, says 
that the buyers have no recourse, It was 
suggested to the lawyer that prosecution 
might be based on the ground of having ob- 
tained money by false pretenses, but he said 
this claim would not hold in court. A Judge, 
he said, would hold thet the builder had a 
perféct ‘right to give away the rent of his 
flats if he chose. 


Decision on Special Assessments. 

Judge Phillips of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court at Kansas City, Mo., has ren- 
dered a decision which may result in de- 

claring illegal the present method of assess- 
ing street improvements in cities in other 
States as well as in Missouri. If upheld, the 
decision will invalidate hundreds of thou- 
in 
Missouri. Judge Phillips held that the Mis- 
souri statute authorizing cities and towns 
to assess the cost of opening, paving, or re- 
paving streets against the owners of abut- 
ting property, apportioning the whole cost 
on the number of front feet, is in violation 
of the federal constitution, which prohibits 
the taking of priyate property for public 
use without just compensation. The court 
held that unless all the benefit of such im- 
provement redounds to abutting property 
owners as distinguished from the city at 
large this statute is unfair; and also held 
that property in one location may be bene- 
fited more than property in another location 
on the same street, and that to be in har- 
mony with the constitution assessments 
must be levied in proportion to the benefit 
derived, 

The decision was rendered in a paving case 
brought in the federal court at Springfield, 
Mo. The case will be carried to the Su- 
preme Court.

Judge C. C. Kohlsaat of the United States 
Circuit Court has appointed W. C. Hein-° 
roth, of J. H. Van Vlissingen & Co., receiver 
of the Winthrop Land association. The ap- 
pointment is one of the steps in the process 
of winding up the land association, which 
will be succeeded by the corporation known 
as the Winthrop Harbor and Dock company, 
already the owner of all the stock and more 
than three-fourths of the bonds of the as- 
sociation.

Reaction seemed triumphant afte Napo- 
leon’s second fall, in 1815, when the holy 
alliance was formed by the Emperors of 
Russia and Austria and the King of Prus- 
sia. Twenty-three years of war had accus- 
tomed the people to furnishing blood and 
money, while conscription had replaced vol- 
untary enlistment. Yet the old régime 
could not be enforced, and when attempts 
were made the people, who had learned how 
sweet liberty is, revolted. When Ferdinand 
VIL. was restored in Spain the Cortes of- 
fered him a constitution, which he accepted 
then but afterwards tore to pieces. The re- 
sult was an insurrection in 1820, followed 
by a similar outbreak in Portugal, while the 
King of Naples was forced to grant a con- 
stitution. The holy alliance, determining 
to suppress the growth of liberal ideas, be- 
gan in Italy, where Austria sent armies that 
filled the jails and executed revolutionists 
as they advanced. The King of Sardinia, to 
prevent the spread of revolution, decreed in 
1825 that no one should be allowed to read 
who did not possess property valued at $300. 
French armies restored the King of Spain 
to his throne with absolute power, but mean- 
while Spain had lost her colonies in South

The King was dethroned and another set up 
in Louis Philippe, who ruled by a constitu- 
tion. Belgium was the first to follow 
France's example. It had been made a part 
of Holland by the Congress of Vienna, but 
the people in 1830 deposed the Hollander 
King and became independent. Since then 
popular liberties have been constantly in- 
creasing, slowly but surely, without back- 
ward step. But how recent is political lib- 
erty is shown by the fact that electoral re- 
forms in 1893 increased the number of voters 
from 140,000 to 1,350,000. Increased partici- 
pation in the government and absolute lib- 
erty of the people have also come to Holland, 
where revisions of the constitution were 
made in 1848 and 1887, while in 1896 the right 
to vote was given to all Dutchmen over 25 
years of age. 

In Scandinavia the rights of the people 
were increased without revolts. The King 
of Denmark instituted separate provincial 
Assemblies for the island, Jutland, Schles- 
wig, and Holstein in 1831, and in 1849 gave 
a general Diet for the whole kingdom. 
Sweden in 1840 established parliamentary 
government, with ministerial responsibility; 
the hereditary rights of nobles were abol- 
ished, and the people became their political 
equals. «Constitutional government was 
finally established in Portugal in 1836.

Striking demonstration of the truth of these 
statements is furnished by the fact that the 
Emperor has been obliged sorely against his 
will to deprive his favorite brother-in-law, 
the Grand Duke Alexander Michaelavitch.

Alexis Secures His Dismissal. 

This culminated the other day in a visit 
paid to the Emperor by his uncle, Grand 
Duke Alexis, who holds the position of Lord 
High Admiral and Commander-in-Chief of 
the Russian navy. Alexis informed his 
nephew that the situation had become ab- 
goutely intolerable; that discipline was 
well-nigh at an end in the fleet; and that 
matters had reached such a pass that he 
himself, as well as all the flag officers on 
the active list of the navy, had resolved to 
resign, and to withdraw into private life, 
unless his Majesty not only publicly dis- 
associated himself from his brother-in-law, 
the Grand Duke Alexander, but likewise 
Mflicted upon the latter some signal pun- 
ishment in token of his imperial disapproval. 
Alexis, who likewise visited the United 
States away back in the 70s, insisted that 
Grand Duke Alexander was the ringleader 
and the originator of the movement of re- 
volt and mutiny,” as he described it, that 
prevails among the junior Captains and 
Lieutenants of the imperial navy—a spirit 
of insubordination, he added, which cgused | 
them to find fault with all existing regula- 
tions and doctrines that have hitherto 
served as the basis of the organization of 
the imperial navy.

In 68,648 cases of diphtheria and croup in 
Europe and America during the last four 
years, which were treated with anti-toxin, 
there was a death rate of 18.2 per cent. 
In 16,230 cases not thus treated 
was 37.8 per cent. 
The anti-toxin treatment 
to secure immunity 
Among 20,000 cases treated the disease 
was epidemic and all had been exposed 
to it. Only one fatal case was known to 
ocenr during the thirty days following the 
injection of the serum, while there were 
109 mild cases during the entire month. 
‘It has been asserted that the anti-toxin, 
if it be a remedy, is a dangerous one, 
and that diphtheritic paralysis as well as 
kidney and heart troubles have become 
more frequent since its introduction. Dr. 
Kinyoun admits that the paralyses have 
increased materially since the new remedy | 
was first employed, but he contends that 
this is due to the fact that more patients 
recover. Paralyses do not set in until 
a comparatively late stage of the disease, 
and the figures tend to prove that if the 
fatal cases of former years had not died 
so soon after the attack, the percentage of 
paralysis would have been even larger than 
it now is under the anti-toxin treatment.“ 
As regards kidney and heart troubles, their 
increase is denied. 
While the anti-toxin treatment has been 
so successful as regards diphtheria, there 
are other diseases where

anti-toxin has been elaborated for tetanus 
which possesses immunizing qualities of a 
high order, but whose curative qualities 
have been a disappointment. This is also 
true of the anti-plague, anti-cholera, and 
anti-tubercle anti-toxins which have been 
concocted.

Thomas Skelton Harrison, the American 
Diplomatic Agent and Cansul General in 
Bgypt, has an article in the August Forum 
about Egypt Under Lord Cromer.” Mr.
